WHO WOUNDED

Youth Admits Shooting; 
Faces Victims. 


Leo Lakios, 22 years old, sleek gun- 
man of the dandy type, who critically 
wounded two policemen in an early 
morning battle in the Turkish Vil- 


lage café, 606 North Clark street, Sept. 


21, was captured yesterday. * 

A police squad seized the fugitive 
as he entered an apartment at 6157 
Kenwood avenue which Deputy Police 
Commissioner John Stege had under 
surveillance. He admitted wounding 
the policemen and then, in a formal 
confession, identified himself as the 
leader of a band of thieves responsible 
for at least thirty-five robberies and 
one murder. 

‘Pals Tip Off Police. 

Seven others of the band, arrested 
in raids last Sunday, had tipped off 
the police to Lakios’ criminal activi- 
ties and revealed his hangout. 

Lakios was taken to the Henrotin 
hospital, where the wounded police- 
men, Allen Carroll and John Fogarty, 
lie, still in critical condition. He stood 
impassive as Carroll pointed him out, 
but ducked in fright when Fogarty, 
with an oath, hurled a hot water 
bottle which drenched his expensive 
brown suit. 

On Monday Lakios will be booked 
tor the murder of Maurice Younglove, 
a watchman, killed in the holdup of a 
west side saloon a few weeks ago.

Smith has indicated that he would 
use the 1920 European born popula- 
tion as a basis, in which event, if the 
2 per cent limitation were retained, 
approximately 250,000 would be ad- 
mitted, and the character of the im- 
migration would be materially altered. 
Fewer British, Germans and Scandi- 
navians would be admitted, but vastly 
more Italians and other Meditegranean 
Europeans. 

Next to religion and prohibition the 
immigration issue stirs thought most 
deeply. Much of the literature dis- 
seminated by the Dixie anti-Smith 
Democrats dwells on the theme that 
if Smith is elected the bars will be 
lowered to a horde of undesirable 
aliens, mostly Catholics and Jews. For- 
mer Judge Hugh A. Locke, chairman 
of the anti-Smith Democrats of Ala | 
bama, marshals a collection of men- 
aces for the south in a page advertise- 
ment, which concludes:

Detroit, Mich., Sept. 29.—[Special.] 
Phe importance of the automobile in- 
‘@estry, not only to Michigan but to

‘the center of the industry and years

While other 
plants cannot boast of a similar con- 
dition, they do reflect the enormous 
@emand for automotive production 
that exists. 

There is nothing to indicate a se- 
rious falling off in demand for what- 
ever leading manufacturers will be 
able to produce before the first of a 
mew year. The dull season, if indeed 
the industry has one, is now earlier 
“tm the year than usual. This, of 
course, is the result of the new models 
being thrown upon the market soon 
of at the 


@s Was the custom for s0 many years. 
* Because of the increased buying of 
cars this fall, manufacturers are look- 
ing forward to the early months of 
1929, and wondering just what that pe- 
riod has in store for them. . 

Over 300,000 Employed. 

Detroit automobile factories and ac- 
cessories shops are this week employ- 
ing in excess of 300,000 workmen, and 
of this number Ford absorbs about 
120,000. 

During the first half of 1928 one- 
tenth of the passenger.cars manufac- 
were 
shipped to foreign countries. This 
represents a healthy increase in the 
export trade over any previous similar 
period. These figures do not include 
cars, parts for which were fabricated 
in this country but which were assem- 
bled abroad. 

During the period 197,497 cars were 
exported out of a production of 1,865,- 
727. Year after year since 1921, ex- 
cept in the record production year of 
1926, automobile exports have been an 
increasingly important factor in the 
industry, and the trend is upward. 


Bus Business Increasing. 
One of the outstanding achieve. 


_ ments of the automotive industry is 


the forward strides which have been | 
made in the manufacture of busses 
for interstate sérvice, the result of 
the nation-wide demand for such 
transportation. 

Factory engineering departments 
are straining every ‘resources to im- 
prove the autobus within its limits 


‘of weight, and factory orders are 


being filled for extensions of present 
fleets and their operation along new 
and longer routes. The growth of 
bus transportation has been one of 


the phenomena! features of the indus- | th 


try and has taken place within the 
last 36 months, the grand total for 
the United States now being approxi- 
mately 20,000,000 passenger miles 
daily. 

This was made possible by heavy 
service balloon tires which would with- 
stand high speed. Building of automo- 
biles with resilient springs and heavy 
coach bodies for long distance trans- 
port has been greatly improved within 
the last few years. 

Low Cost Traveling. 

Detroit, only one of many similar 
cities, has developed a transportation 
mystem in which 97 busses with ap- 
proximately 2,055 daily capacity are 
operating to all parts of the country. 
Compared with the railroads, the time 
between points is longer, but the cost 
is cut in half and in some cases to a 
third. The average number of rassen- 
gers between Detroit and New York is 
40, and between Detroit and Los An- 


geles ten. 

Automobile plants which are claast- 
fied as members of the Automobile 
Chamber of Commerce produced in 
August about 391,000 of the estimated 
485,000 total output in the United 
States and Canada. This indicated 
that the Ford plant, the only large 
producer not a member of the cham- 
ber, with a few small independent 
makers, accounted for 94,000 / units 
during the month.

Route Across America 
Is Making Progress. 


Federal Route 40, the transconti- 
nental motor highway nearest a con- 


tinuous thoroughfare, is locked upon 
by highway experts as the most likely 
subject for completion as a coast to 
coast paved artery. 
While it may be a decade or two 
before such improvements are fin- 
ished es are required for the purpose 
of high speed motor traffic for the 
entire distance, efforts are being made 
to link up existing pavements through 
the territory of fourteen states between 
Atlantic City, N. J., and San Fran- 
cisco, through the medium of the fed- 
eral highway act. : 
Following the path of pioneers to- 
ward the west, this highway furnishes 
the transcontinental] motorist a com- 
prehensive picture of the country’s 
development. 

Route 3,205 Miles Long. 
From its.eastern terminus at Atlan- 
tic City, it follows for 3,205 miles. 
across fourteen states, the course of 
e earliest settlers of the Ohio, Mis- 
sissippi, and Missouri valleys. 
It weaves through the gold fields of 
Colorado, through the country of 
Brigham Young, founder of the Mor- 
mon settlement in Utah, and brings 
the tourist to the land of the setting 
sun—the Golden Gate. 
From Wilmington, Del., to 8t. 
Mary's, Kas., the highway may be 
said to be paved for the full distance 
of 1,234 miles. From Salt Lake City 
to San Francisco, 890 miles, it is sur- 
faced. Bighty-six per cent of the 
length is improved. Ultimate plans 
for the highway include the paving 
of all portions of the road with per- 
manent construction. 


Small Part Unimproved. 
A condition survey over the entire 
length of the highway, according to 
information furnished by the bureau 
of public roads, United States depart- 
ment of agricujture, shows 1,550 miles 
of paving, 539 miles of gravel, 672 
miles of earth, graded and drained, 
and 444 miles unimproved. 
Of the 1,550 miles of paved roads, 
over 900 miles have been constructed 
of concrete—or about 30 per cent of 
the entire iength of the highway is 
paved with this durable type. 
An interesting section of the route 
is the 24 mile stretch between Zanes- 
ville and Hebron, O. Here the office 
of public roads, now the bureau of 
public roads of the department of ag- 
riculture, built an experimental sec- 
tion of concrete in 1916. 


Concrete Endures 13 Years.

Federal aid has played a large part 
in the improvement of United States 
Route 40. Over $18,000,000 has been 
contributed by the government for 
‘this transcontinental thoroughfare. 
Federal aid projects on the route in- 
clude 700 miles of pavement. 725 miles 
of surfa road, and more than four 
miles of bridges. The route Passes 
through Illinois by way of Marshall, 
Vandalia, and East St. Louis.

Next he 
points the lever at second gear, 
pushes the pedal down again, and so 
on.. In tests today as many as fif- 
teen gear changes were made in ten 
seconds. It is just a suestion of 
selecting the gear in advance and 
pushing down on the pedal. 

The gear automatically changes 
down as soon as the engine starts to 
labor, going uphill. One presses down 
on the same pedal and it changes to 
third; if it labors again one presses’ 
down on the pedal and it changes to 
es setsn on.

It is now an established fact that 
gas heat can be depended upon to do 
away with a" labor and worry in con- 
nection with house heating, for s 
perfect ‘stability in temperature, for 
noiselessness and cleanliness. 

Cost the Only Drawback. 

Whether one's heating plant is hot 
water or steam or vapor vacuum or 
hot air, gas is practical as a fuel. 
There are even gas burners on the 
market now to take the place of the 
coal burning stove; burners which are 
single units in themselves, placed in 
basement. 

There is only one drawback to ei! 
general acceptance of gas heating 
nd that is its cost. If a family can- 
not afford one dollar more for heat 
than they are spending, gas is ruled 
out for the present. In the first place 
they could not probably afford the 
original price of the gas fueled boiler 
to be installed in connection with the 
existing heating system; 


hundred or two hundred dollars on 
their winter’s fuel bill prohibitive. 


Of Increasing Interest. 

But for a family whose budget is 
more flexible, who are in a position 
to consider the comfort and conven- 
tence of a gas heater worth a moderate 
extra expenditure, the subject of gas 
heat is becoming of increasing in-* 
terest. 

For instance, this family may have 
been paying a man to fire the furnace 
and remove ashes. The man’s wages 
would more than cover in the average 
case the difference in cost between 
coal and gas. 

Another item which spells economy 
for gas as compared with other fuels 
is the question of service. As in the 


kitchen stove, the gas company will 


furnish perpetual service for your 
basement heating plant. 

Proper consideration of the insula- 
tion of a house, if a new one is being 
built or an old one improved by vari-

Diversion Is Necessary. 


Few individuals can go along with 
no diversion for any length of time 
and retain their sefenity or their best 
Drs. Thomas Wood and 
Theresa Dansdill, in their ‘‘ Byways to 
Health” [Appleton], *have taken up 
this subject of recreation and exer- 
cise. 
Having a new interest and being 
out of doors probably helped more to 
give the “jaundiced young gent” his 
ecstatic state than the jolting supplied 
by the flivver, they say.

Walking, skating, gardening, rowing, 
swimming, torseback riding, tennis, 
golf are offered as outdoor oppor 
tunities. 

Exercise in the open air is always 
more desirable and in most instances 
more beneficia) than exercise in the 
very finest gymnasium. 

If sufficient exercise cannot be taken 
outdoors, say Drs. Wood and Dansdill, 
basketball, nandbal]l and indoor base- 
ball are good substitutes after a day's 
work which involves exacting detail, 
is quiet and perhaps uneventful. 
These games are rapid, exciting, ab- 
sorbing and involve running and jump- 
ing. The *hower and the rubdownp 
afterward leave the players stimulated, 
glowing and with a healthful tired 
feeling conducive to restful sleep. 

If the daily work is intense, full of 
quick mental action and requires con- 
stant applivation; if it involves meet- 
ing people all day long, the need is 
probably for rest, quiet and seclusion, 
alone or with a few congenial com- 
panions.

Varieties of Fruit Cake. 

There | are many species of fruit 
cake. Light and dark count as the 
two general classes, but an even more 
genera) classification might be good 
and bad, with one of high excellence 
to a hundred poor ones. There are 
fruit cakes with many eggs and some 
with none—very thrifty sort. There 
are fruit cakes with one or two sorts 
of candied or Gried fruits, and others 
with all the sorts made and with nuts 
besides. The long list of names to be 
found gives an index of the varieties. 

Year after year this recipe found 
favor when I printed it and then one 
year it Was printed in a defective way 
the eggs omitted—from which fact I 
gained much blame. Copies of the de- 
fective recipe were sent to me with 
such annotations as “It can’t be 
done,” etc. I was sorry, but mistakes 
do occur, and 1 often find that they 
are often least tolerated by people 
who are rather given to making an 
extra number themselves.

wafer thin slices—mere chips. Be- 
sides this, the batter may be either 
baked as a cake or steamed for a 
pudding, which can, like all the best 
holiday puddings, be made some time 
in advance of the time of /need. 

The cake has other merits. But one 
point we would emphasize as to the 
making of this or any other fruit 
cake or pudding. When there is a 
question of using more or less of 
flour or crumbs in a cake or pudding, 
it is almost always best to use less 
because a dry or stiff product in any 
case igs objectionable. In this recipe 
We can get a compact texture with 
what some people might consider an 
exceedingly scant amount of the dry 
material.

ENGLISH WITHOUT A DON’T 
“N’T for NOT ee 


By Wallace Rice. 

OR reasons unknown, no American teacher allows the 

use of the abbreviated “n't” in class, though, like 

everybody else in the country, she uses it herself every- 

where else. Nor does she allow it in writing, though 
it’s of the essence of intimate correspondence. Consequently, 
‘business men, writing to friends who use it tm speech, take 
up needless time and space in spelling out “ not.” 

It’s hopeless to end “ain't,” though there’s nothing 
wrong with it except pedagogical prejudice. Little Willie 
-will go on eaying, “I am a good boy, am I not?” and young 
Bill wilf want to kick him and translate, “I’m a peach, 

If” 

Old in the language is “ain't,” rhymed with “can’t” and 
“ shan’t.” The English, who should know better, spell it 
“aren't,” and give scholars a pain. But when a 
westerner sticks his tongue in the roof of his mouth and 
snaris his vowel through it with an “ar-ren’t,” it produces 
a feeling between, seasickness and acute appendicitis. 

“ Don’t” in the third person singular is also friendless; 
curiously so, for it was in good use for centuries and Goold 
Brown approved it to the hilt. But in 1864, Archbishop 
Whately observed: “‘I don’t think so’ is good English. But 
we should not say ‘he don’t think so,’ but ‘he doesn't think 
so.’”’ Thus a worthless and troublesome distinction has to 
be made, the kind of needless intelligibility that delights the 
pedant, who still permits the subjunctive, “If he don't think

The play’s principal character is the 
queen’s husband, who doesn’t like his 
job, has the only fun he has had in 
years when a revolution breaks out 
and it looks as if the kingdom were 
going to fall, and who can't see why 
his daughter should give up the man 
she loves—and who is a nice young 
man—and .marry a royal boob. In 
other words, he may be the queen’s 
husband, but he is certainly not every 
inch a king, and, although he has com- 
mon sense enough not to go around 
cursing, his fate, he doesn’t think 
much/of it. 

Queen. Marie of Roumania is said 
to have been the inspiration of the 
queen. But, according to the author's 
preface, the play was “ written solely 
to exploit the extraordinary talents 
of one actor, Roland Young.” It cer- 
tainly does offer him a vehicle which 
gives complete exercise to his rare, 
almost unique sense of fun. Without 
him the play. would be the merest 
froth. With him it is a grand eve 
ning’s worth of joy. | 

Mr. Sherwood, further in his pref. 
ace, says his plays have been kidded 
as @ie work of “ just a great big, over- 
grown boy reaching for the moon.’ 
He continues: “It is my firm and 


unshakable belief that a playwright,

Confessions will be heard on 
Saturdays, Thursdays before the first 
Friday, on days before Holy- Days of 
Obligation from 3 to $:30 continuously, 
even during the supper hour; on Mon- 
day and Thursday evenings at 8; at 
any time on request.

A registration fee of $5 is required 
as a,guarantee of attendance and 
must be paid at the time of enprull- 
ment.

B'D like to broadcast another 
football game for you this 
morning. Name one of the 
games of last year that had 
a fine point. 

All right. This gentleman suggests 
the Northwestern-Lllinoig tilt at Dyche 
stadium in Evanston. 

The football eyes of the middle west 
—our football eyes—smiled at the 
great red sun suspended in the east- 


jern sky on the morning of Oct. 22. 


Northwestern's fighting Wildcats, 
fresh from their clawings of South 
Dakota and Utah, d their tremend- 
ous defeat of Ohio JState, were meet- 
ing the conference favorites, Illinois. 
A choice early football classic it was: 
both teams strong in men, and both 
determined and confident. 
You should have no difficulty, recall- 
ing the colorful spectacie of the be- 
decked Dyche stadium in Evanston. 
It was homecoming for the Purple, 
and in early morning began the trek 
of thousands of pilgrims to the an- 
cient shrine. 

We looked at our watches when 
they pranced out on the field, those 
Wildcats, a decided favorite to defeat 
the Illini. More than 50,000 partisans, 
Swarming all over the new playhouse, 
sweltered in the heat of a belated In- 
dian summer. Every available seat, 
and seats that were not available, 
were taken in that mad crush in which 
all previous attendance records in 
Evanston were b-oken. Never before 
had a team, sporting the Purple of 
the great school on Lake Michigan, 
played before such a crowd. 

And then a strange, tense silence 
settled on the stands as Referee Eck- 
ersall summoned the two captains to 
the center of the field for final in- 


structions. One hundred thousand 
eyes saw the glint of the sun on the 
coin he flipped; saw the three leading 
actors in the great drama that was 
to be unfolded bend forward. There 
was bedlam in the Illinois section 


when Capt. Reitsch signified his win 


of the toss by choosing to defend the 
south goal with a steady, fairly strong 
wind, blowing at his back.

With tricky shifts, 
flashing end runs, and line smashes, 
Illinois kept the stands in a roar 
with a steady march which was to be 
dissipated when French’s pass was 
grounded behind the goal line, with 
the ball only thirteen yards from the 
Purple uprights. 

Two plays, in the second quarter, 
and Illinois punted to the Purple 35 
yard line. 
through center, and Lewis added five 
more. Anderson of Northwestern 
stopped Lewis’ kick 6n the down- 
staters 1 yard line, and Gustafson cut 
back through a broken field to the 15 
yard: marker as he retyrned Mills’ 
punt on the first play. Lewis slid off 
right tackle without a gain, but the 
second time picked up four. Haas 
added one through center. It was 
fourth down and five yards to go 
with the ball near the east sidelines. 
Out of a mass of players g purple clad 
figure leaped down the field. It was 
Fisher of N@rthwestern, and he car- 
ried Haas’ short pass to within three 
yards of a touchdown. Lewis battered 
his way over, and the sky was black- 
ened with an avalanche of bobbing, 
darting purple balloons.

Lewis kicked off to, Mills and Illinois 
collected itself in a fury of end runs, 
line plunges, and bewildering passes. 

d remember how it sounded to 
you on the radio that afternoon: 

“What a homecoming for. the 
Northwestern grads! That’s a beau- 
tiful custom they have out here at 
Northwestern. The girls all buy pur- 
ple balloons to release en masse at 
the first touchdown, and when they 
let them go it is a sight glorious to 
behold. It’s time out down there on 
the field for Illinois and the boys are 
swigging swabs of water and spewing 
them out on the grass. You and I 


‘are seated up here in the glass in- 


closed press compartment—on the 50 
yard line—and that great big drum 
of that great big Lllinois band looms 
up like a harvest moon (they'll be 
playing for you between the halves).

“Television is of course in the ex- 
gerimental stage,” said W. D. Terrell, 
eief of the radio division of the de- 
partment of commerce, and one of 
the first radio men in the government 
gervice. 

“If you refer to the opportunity one 
bas to See a picture of the party talk- 
ing at the transmitting station, I 
eapnot see that this presents any- 
thing of great interest to the public, 
bet if you refer to the opportunity 
te receive by radio a reproduction of 
action such @s the speaker including |! 
the surrounding crowd, sporting 
gents, fires, automobile or train 
grecks and things of that kind, I 
believe that this possesses great inter- 
‘at to the public, perhaps not sec- 
onfary to our present day radio sound 
transmission. 

Adequate Space Needed. 

"I am hopeful that this form of 
tlevision will be available to the pub 
lie within a few years and that those 
who administer the radio law will 
make provision for satisfactory recep- 
tien for the public by providing ade- 
quate space in the ether.” 

Judge Ira E. Robinson, chairman of 
the radio commission, along with the

With ordinary films red 
photographs black or very dark, while 
blues appear very light. 

Panchromatic plates have been on 
the market for some years, while 
similar film has been made for use in 
movie cameras. However, it has never 
been obtainable before for roll film 
vameras, which .are most commonly 
used. The film is not very much more 
expensive than the ordinary kind, 
however, since six exposure film in 
the 3A or 3% inch by 5% inch size 
costs 75 cents. As the films are sen- 
sitive to red light, they cannot be de- 
veloped with the ordinary red dark 
room lamp.

Taught Children of 


West Side Schools 


A new idea in educating the young- 
sters in the use of libraries is now 
being carried out at the Legler Re- 
gional library, Crawford avenue at

the broadcasting problem this winter. 

The 1928 amendment to the radio 
act of 1927 extends the authority of 
the federal radio commission until 
March 16, 1929, and stipulates that,

winter the National Association of 
Broadcasters sought to persuade the | 
authors of the amendmerit to provide 
a longer license period, but radio legis- 
lation leaders were opposed to any ex- 
tension, at least until the commission 
had worked out the equal allocation 
of stations. 

With the new allocation effective in 
November, the broadcasters plan to 
renew their efforts to obtain longer 
licenses. They point out that the
